Visitors to Pennyrile Forest 
State Resort Park, as well as 
residents of Dawson Springs, 
have had much to enjoy in re¬ 
cent years as numerous im¬ 
provements have been made to 
the facility and special events 
added to a busy schedule of ac¬ 
tivities. 

Locals with fond memo¬ 
ries of time spent at the park 
celebrated the restoration of 
the beach area, and outdoor 
enthusiasts have made good 
use of recently cleared walk¬ 
ing, biking and horseback rid¬ 
ing trails.

When he revealed the dis¬ 
covery of this lost piece of 
history to Fireline, she asked 
if he could help recreate the 
area. 

“Put it on the list,” he said.

NAMED after deceased local RESIDENT 

Tree Nursery In Marshall County Is Hidden Gem

Tucked away down a dusty gravel 
road, just off a seldom-traveled path 
near the Marshall County Sheriff’s 
Ranch in Gilbertsville is a vast Ken¬ 
tucky resource few know is there. And 
while the workers at the John P Rhody 
Tree Nursery don’t get many visitors, 
those who do find the 100-acre tree 
farm are often amazed at what’s been 
taking place at one of Marshall Coun¬ 
ty’s best kept secrets since the 1950s. 

The nurery is named after John. P 
“Jack” Rhody, a resident of Dawson 
Springs for many years who worked for 


the Division of Forestry at Pennyrile 
for most of those years. 

The tree farm is one of only two in 
the state operated by The Kentucky 
Division of Forestry for the purpose 
of planting on public and privately 
owned land. The other is in Morgan 
County near West Liberty in Eastern 
Kentucky. 

Planted on the farm are 50 species 
of tree seedlings including conifers, 
flowering and fruit producers, nut pro¬ 
ducers and legumes. The seedlings 
include the popular flowering dog¬ 
wood, five varieties of pines, over 20 
species of oaks and the state tree, the 
yellow poplar. Chances are if you’ve 
ever received a free tree seedling on 


Arbor or Earth Day, it came from the 
John P. Rhody Nursery. 

Darren Morris, program specialist 
with the forestry division, said most 
of the trees are sold to landowners and 
farmers for the purpose of improv¬ 
ing wildlife habitat, wetland conserva¬ 
tion and reforestation efforts. He said 
last week a contractor for a Kentucky 
landowner placed an order for 80,000 
seedlings from the farm for soil con¬ 
servation. 

The Kentucky Division of Forestry 
estimates there are more than 1 mil¬ 
lion acres of land in the state that 
could benefit from tree planting.

Most Kentuckians Think 
Law Should Be Changed

Most Kentuckians still oppose 
the federal health-reform law, but 
think it should be changed rather 
than repealed, and most think the 
state health-insurance exchange 
created under the law works well. 
So says a poll taken for The New 
York Times and the Kaiser Fam¬ 
ily Foundation in four Southern 
states with key U.S. Senate races 
this year: Arkansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana and North Carolina. 

“Debate over the law is expect¬ 
ed to dominate the midterm elec¬ 
tions. Attacks on the law are fea¬ 
turing prominently in campaigns 
across the country, and Republi¬ 
can lawmakers have continued to 
push for the law’s replacement,” 
Sabrina Tavernise and Allison 
Kopicki write. “Questions about 
it may evoke associations with an 
unpopular president, the remote¬ 
ness of Washington from ordi¬ 
nary Americans and extra costs 
in family budgets. But majorities 
say they do not want it taken away, 
even in states that lean Republi¬ 
can in presidential elections.” 

Among the four states, Ken¬ 
tucky is the only one that is run¬ 


ning its own exchange, and the 
only one in which a majority said 
it is working well. In Arkansas, 
which has a combined state-fed¬ 
eral exchange, a plurality said it 
was working well. The other two 
states use the federal exchange, 
which had a troubled rollout. 

Kentucky is the only South¬ 
ern state that created its own 
exchange and expanded Medicaid 
to include people in households 
with incomes up to 138 percent 
of the federal poverty level. The 
poll found support for Medicaid 
expansion in all four states, and 
55 percent in Kentucky gave Gov. 
Steve Beshear, who made both 
decisions, a positive job rating. 

The poll, done with landline 
and cellphone interviews April 
8-15, has a margin of sampling 
error of plus or minus 4 percent¬ 
age points in each state.

2013 Highway Fatalities Drop To 
Lowest Number In 64 Years 


Kentucky highway fa¬ 
talities dropped to a 64- 
year low in 2013, a 14 per¬ 
cent reduction in deaths 
over 2012. 

The Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety released 
final statistics for 2013 on 
April 22. There were 638 
fatalities last year, a dra¬ 
matic improvement from 
746 fatalities in 2012. 

“The good news is that 
108 fewer lives were lost,” 
said Gov. Steve Beshear. 
“The bad news is that 638 
people lost loved ones on 
Kentucky roadways — a 
number that is unaccept¬ 
able, as one fatality is too 
many.” 

Beshear’s Executive 
Committee on Highway 
Safety has a strategic 
highway safety plan 
titled “Toward Zero 
Deaths,” which focuses 
on four critical elements: 
engineering, education, 
enforcement and emer¬ 
gency response. 

Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Mike Hancock, the 
governor’s designated 
highway safety repre¬ 


sentative and chairman 
of the committee, said 
the data-driven, compre¬ 
hensive plan includes 
collaboration from stake¬ 
holders at every level — 
federal, state, local and 
private — to identify 
safety needs and guide 
investment decisions. 

“If our effort results 
in just one life being 
saved, it will have been 
worth it,” said Hancock. 
“However, as our plan in¬ 
dicates, we will not rest 
until the number is zero.” 

Of the 638 fatalities 
last year, 483 were in mo¬ 
tor vehicles. Of those 
killed, 245 were not buck¬ 
led up and 138 of the fa¬ 
talities involved drugs 
or alcohol. Motorcyclists 
accounted for 79 fatali¬ 
ties, with 53 not wearing 
helmets. 

“While the fatality 
decrease is an improve¬ 
ment, the numbers in¬ 
dicate many motorists 
still do not realize the re¬ 
sponsibility that comes 
with a license,” said 
KOHS director Bill Bell. 


“We hope by combining 
our educational efforts 
with state and local law 
enforcement and other 
safety partners, we will 
continue to raise public 
awareness of laws and 
safe driving practices.” 

The KOHS offers vari¬ 
ous highway safety edu¬ 
cational programs to the 
public, distributes feder¬ 
al highway safety grants 
to state and local high¬ 
way safety agencies, and 
promotes the national 
“Click It or Ticket” seat 
belt campaign, “Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled 
Over” impaired driving 
campaign and the new 
“U Text. U Drive. U Pay” 
texting while driving 
campaign. 

“We’re heading in the 
right direction, but we 
need the public’s help,” 
said Bell. “Everyone 
must take responsibil¬ 
ity and follow all traffic 
laws, such as wearing a 
seat belt, driving sober, 
not texting while driving 
and obeying the speed 
limit.”

Mid-Continent University To Close June 30

A new coal mine may 
be coming to Union 
County in Western Ken¬ 
tucky 

St. Louis-based Arm¬ 
strong Energy is seeking 
a permit from the Army 
Corps of Engineers to 
construct an overland 
coal conveyor through 
wetlands south of Pride 
in southeastern Union 
County according to a 
public notice. 

The conveyor would 
transport coal from the 
proposed Armstrong 
Coal Co. West No. 9 
underground mine to 
the proposed Armstrong 
Coal West Prep Plant. 

Armstrong hasn’t 
announced plans for 
such a mine, and the 
company didn’t return 
a phone message left at 
its headquarters seeking 
comment. 

However, a map in 
a recent annual report 
filed with the U.S. Secu¬ 
rities and Exchange 
Commission confirms 
that Armstrong controls 
reserves in a large area 
straddling the Union- 
Webster county line. 

Further, the annual 
report states, “We con¬ 


tinue to evaluate our 
mine plans and expect 
to open additional 
mines in 2015 and 2016 
in order to replace 
existing mines as the 
reserves are depleted” 
at the company’s other 
mines in Western Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The reserves lie 
within an area roughly 
bounded by Morganfield 
and Sturgis in Union 
County, and by Clay 
and Dixon in Webster 
County. Some of that 
area was once mined by 
the former Pyro Mining, 
Costain Coal and Lode¬ 
star Energy. 

Armstrong’s proven 
and probable Union- 
Webster county reserves, 
labeled on the map as 
Armstrong West, total 
nearly 127.5 million tons, 
according to the annual 
report. 

Formed in 2006, Arm¬ 
strong has grown rap¬ 
idly over the past sev¬ 
eral years and currently 
operates seven active 
mines (four surface and 
three underground), 
three coal preparation 
plants and a coal dock 
on the Green River, all 
in Muhlenberg and Ohio 
counties in Western 
Kentucky.

The financial crisis at 
Mid-Continent Universi¬ 
ty has reached the break¬ 
ing point with all faculty 
and staff laid off and the 
school scheduled to close 
by June 30. 

The Mid-Continent 
University Board of 
Trustees met for more 
than three hours April 15 
before announcing those 
decisions. 

Acting President Rob¬ 
ert “Tom” Walden, who 
was appointed Saturday, 
April 19, to replace Ken 
Winters, said every staff 
member from the presi¬ 
dent on down has been 
laid off because of lack 
of finances. Employee 
benefits will cease imme¬ 
diately. 

“Every employee has 
been laid off but the 
school will be open by 
volunteers,” he said. 

He said the school will 
remain open thanks to 
faculty and staff mem¬ 
bers who have volun¬ 
teered their time so cur¬ 
rent seniors can gradu¬ 
ate. All Advantage class¬ 
es with at least one stu¬ 
dent due to graduate will 
continue. Other courses 
could end immediately 
and would be handled 
on a one-on-one basis, he 
said. 

“We have to be opti¬ 
mistic but also realistic,” 
Walden said. “We didn’t 
know until today what 


we had to do. But the real 
heroes are the teachers 
who have stepped up to 
the plate out of concern 
for the students.” 

The final day of class¬ 
es for the cycle is set for 
May 2 and graduation for 
May 10. The school will 
cease classes for all stu¬ 
dents on June 30. 

Walden said the school 
will have clerical volun¬ 
teers to help retrieve stu¬ 
dent transcripts. He also 
said school officials are 
in preliminary discus¬ 
sions with other colleges 
to coordinate transfer 
opportunities. 

The Kentucky Baptist 
Churches Association 
will donate food for stu¬ 
dents and will sponsor 
the graduation ceremo¬ 
ny 

Mid-Continent Chief 
of Staff Bill Bartleman 
said school leaders dis¬ 
cussed several scenarios 
regarding the school’s 
future. 

Last week the school 
announced layoffs of 
about 40 employees, pri¬ 
marily in the recruit¬ 
ment department and 
off-campus satellite 
campuses. Trustees said 
additional layoffs were a 
possibility. 

Trustee Gale 

Hawkins said the board 
didn’t discuss any plans 
to close the school dur¬ 
ing the April 19 meeting 
but did talk about pos¬ 
sible staff reductions 
and cash management 


with the short-term goal 
of meeting May gradu¬ 
ation. 

The school sold about 
20 vehicles and land 
across from the main 
campus on U.S. 45 last 
week. Nineteen acres on 
Pecan Drive in Paducah 
remain for sale. 

Walden said fund¬ 
ing from the sale of 
the Paducah property, 
increased private dona¬ 
tions and a dozen other 
avenues could allow the 


school to remain open 
after the June deadline. 

Walden said the situa¬ 
tion with the fifth round 
of Department of Educa¬ 
tion paperwork affecting 
student grants and loans 
has changed now that 
the university will cease 
operations at the end of 
June. 

The school had been 
working on a new sub¬ 
mission of paperwork 
involving about 400 cur¬ 
rent students.

overlook of a waterfall 
and rock bluffs. The over¬ 
look can also be reached 
by car and appears to 
have been created as a 
pulloff where tourists 
would take photographs. 

“It looks like there’s 
more to uncover,” Fire¬ 
line said. “It’s an awe¬ 
some sight. It’s a fasci¬ 
nating spot.” 

According to Fireline, 
she and Duvall believe 
the curving stairway, 
apparently hand-hewn 
from a natural bluff, was 
created by employees of 
the Works Progress Ad¬ 
ministration in the 1930s. 
The National Parks 


Service and the WPA, 
the largest of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
New Deal agencies, de¬ 
veloped a 300 acre tract 
in the Pennyrile Forest 
for recreation during 
the Great Depression. It 
became part of the Ken¬ 
tucky State Parks Sys¬ 
tem in 1954. 

Fireline thinks the 
stairway, connecting the 
Pennyrile shelter to the 
newly renovated beach, 
will become a favorite 
with park visitors. She 
hopes the area will be 
cleared by fall, but work 
may continue into win¬ 
ter. 

So far Fireline has 
found no documentation 


of the stairway’s cre¬ 
ation and has not spoken 
to anyone who remem¬ 
bers it. She hopes some¬ 
one will see the pictures 
and come forward with 
information. 

“We owe a great deal 
of thanks to the hard¬ 
working men of the WPA 
for giving us this beauti¬ 
ful environment as well 
as Deputy Duvall’s crew 
who helped us to discov¬ 
er more of the awesome 
history and beauty of 
our park.

Elementary Council Reviews Changes

The Dawson Springs 
Elementary SBDM Coun¬ 
cil met in special session 
April 21 to review chang¬ 
es to the Dawson Springs 
Independent Schools 
Code of Acceptable Be¬ 
havior. The code was ap¬ 
proved by the board of 
education later that day. 

The changes includ¬ 
ed allowing sleeveless 
blouses if the blouse ma¬ 
terial extends to the out¬ 
er edge of the head of the 
humerus. The length of 
skirts, dresses and shorts 
must extend to within at 
least three inches of the 


top of the knee. Mate¬ 
rial three inches or more 
above the knee must be 
free of alterations that 
expose skin, undergar¬ 
ments, tights, patches, 
etc. 

A change relating to 
body adornments which 
pierce flesh allows for 
nose piercing limited to 
a small stud in the side 
of the nose. This change 
pertains to junior-senior 
high students only.

procedure. In addition to 
the revisions previously 
made by the council, 
Whalen suggested begin¬

tion Form for any stu¬ 
dent whose scores on 
fall standardized assess¬ 
ments are below grade 
standards. The form will 
provide an overview of 
the plan for that student. 
Through monitoring of 
the plan, the school will 
determine if the child is 
a candidate for promo¬ 
tion or retention.

These areas could not 
only be planted to pro¬ 
duce future timber crops, 
but also be planted to 
improve wildlife habitat 
and protect the soil from 
erosion by wind or water. 
In urban areas, planting 
may be done to improve 
the environment by 
reducing the effects of 
heat, wind, dust and 
noise, providing privacy 
screens or just beautify¬ 
ing the urban landscape. 

Joanna Davidson, 


nursery supervisor, 
said the farm currently 
has about a half mil¬ 
lion plantings. She said 
peak season is Novem¬ 
ber through April during 
dormant growing season 
when the seedlings are 
lifted from the ground, 
inspected and packaged 
for shipping. David¬ 
son and Morris are two 
of only four full-time 
employees who operate 
the farm. Inmates from 
the West Kentucky Cor¬ 
rectional Complex in 
Fredonia also help on the 


farm.

Investment in R&D is necessary

Five years ago, the federal gov¬ 
ernment spent $169 billion to fund 
basic research and development. 
This fiscal year, it’s down to $134 
billion. 

People who believe in public 
belt-tightening applaud drops like 
that. I understand why: there are 
many reasons to reduce govern¬ 
ment spending. But in this case 
they’re wrong. We need to boost 
the government’s investment in 
R&D, not slash it. 

Let’s begin with the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s record, which is noth¬ 
ing short of impressive. The bar 
codes that revolutionized inven¬ 
tory control and tracking were 
developed with a grant from the 
National Science Foundation. 
Google’s founders depended on 
government grants for their early 
research into search algorithms. 
Computer touch-screens, comput¬ 
er-aided design, GPS navigation, 
voice-activated “virtual assis¬ 
tants,” the internet — all based on 
government research or funds. So 
were key advancements in agri¬ 
culture (including the “easy-care 
cotton” you’ll find in your per¬ 
manent-press slacks), the horizon¬ 
tal drilling techniques that have 
turned the U.S. into a natural-gas 
powerhouse, and many life-saving 
pharmaceuticals. 

The plain truth is that much 
of the research that catalyzes and 
accelerates technological advance 
is too risky, too slow to pay off, 
or too expensive for the private 
sector to undertake. “Today, the 
scope, duration and cost of break¬ 
through research is either beyond 
the private sector’s corporate and 
philanthropic resources or out¬ 
side its profit model,” wrote Tere¬ 
sa Tritch in The New York Times 
last year. 

This is not welcome news for 
market absolutists, but clearly 
there is a government role to play 


in underpinning eco¬ 
nomic dynamism. 

Mariana Mazzucato, 
a British economist 
who last year pub¬ 
lished a bracing book 
on the subject, “The 
Entrepreneurial 
State,” argues that 
federal government 
programs such as 
Small Business Inno¬ 
vation Research and 
the Defense Advanced 
Research Projects 
Agency have provided 
far more funding for 
early-stage technol¬ 
ogy companies than private ven¬ 
ture capital has done. 

Mazzucato writes, “Not only 
has government funded the riski¬ 
est research, whether applied or 
basic, but it has indeed often been 
the source of the most radical, 
path-breaking types of innova¬ 
tion. To this extent it has actively 
created markets, not just fixed 
them.” 

There is no question that there 
will be waste in research and 
development, just as private cor¬ 
porations sometimes veer onto the 
wrong track. All you need do is 
think back to 2012 and the scandal 
surrounding Solyndra, the Silicon 
Valley-based solar panel manufac¬ 
turer that collapsed, leaving tax¬ 
payers on the hook for $535 mil¬ 
lion in federal loan guarantees. 

Opponents of public spending 
often seize on cases like this to 
make their point — conveniently 
forgetting that Apple, too, bene¬ 
fited not just from the govern¬ 
ment research that created many 
of the technologies it uses, but 
from early support from the Small 
Business Investment Company 
program. 

The point is not that govern¬ 
ment investment in research and 
development is better or worse 
than private-sector investment, 


but that collaboration 
between government 
and industry puts us 
in a stronger position 
competitively than 
either sector acting 
alone. Both are needed 
to solve big problems. 

Which is why the 
cuts we’re seeing in 
federal R&D spending 
are so alarming. We’re 
already down to a level 
of funding last seen 
over a decade ago, and 
a study last year by 
the American Associ¬ 
ation for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science sees some $53 
billion in federal R&D investment 
at risk if the sequester remains in 
place for another three years. It 
is impossible to know how many 
new products and even new indus¬ 
tries won’t get developed as a 
result, but it’s certainly safe to say 
that the U.S. economy — and we 
as Americans — will bear the cost 
of these unspent dollars well into 
the future. 

We live in an era of pervasive 
anti-government sentiment. There 
is no question, as I have argued 
many times before, that both Con¬ 
gress and the executive branch 
need to improve their game and 
learn how to become more effec¬ 
tive and less wasteful of both time 
and money But the importance 
of federal spending on research 
and development is undeniable. 
At a time when we as a nation 
face mounting economic challeng¬ 
es and a raft of eager business 
competitors, cutting investment 
in R&D, rather than expanding it, 
is foolhardy.

Education and income affect health 


A pair of national studies — one examines col¬ 
lege degree attainment and the other looks at health 
outcomes — demonstrate why education is critical 
to achieving a successful and satisfying life. Both 
studies provide data for every state and almost every 
county in the country, so we can see obvious patterns 
in these connections. 

Think of a stool supported by three legs. The legs 
represent education, income and health. 

We begin with the Stronger Nation Report released 
this week. It was produced by the Lumina Founda¬ 
tion and outlines the percentage of working-age 
Americans (between 25 and 64) who have earned at 
least a college associate’s degree. The national rate 
is 39.4 percent. In Kentucky, 31.7 percent have earned 
at least a two-year degree. Christian County’s rate is 
23 percent. 

Based in Indianapolis, the nonprofit Lumina Foun¬ 
dation was established in 2000 to increase the success 
of students in postsecondary education. It studies 
and promotes several topics related to college educa¬ 
tion, including affordability, the role of community 
colleges and first-generation college students. It is 
working toward a goal to see 60 percent of Americans 
with a college degree by 2025. 

There is an interesting comparison between the 
Lumina report on educational attainment in Ken¬ 
tucky counties and the County Health Rankings & 
Roadmaps report published several weeks ago. Inter¬ 
esting, but not surprising. 

Only four Kentucky counties had college degree 
rates of at least 40 percent in the Lumina report. 
They are Fayette, 49.7 percent, Oldham, 49.3 percent, 
Boone, 41 percent, and Woodford, 40.1 percent. These 
four counties are also among the healthiest in Ken¬ 
tucky. Oldham was ranked first in health outcomes 
in the report compiled by the University of Wiscon¬ 
sin and the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation. Boone 
County was second, Fayette was eighth and Wood¬ 
ford was 11th. 

Now look at the income levels in these Kentucky 
counties with the healthiest and best-educated peo¬ 
ple. 

Oldham County’s per capita income is $33,690, and 
the median household income is $83,161. Statewide, 
the per capita income is $23,210, and the median 
household income is $42,610. The other three coun¬ 
ties with the highest marks in education also top 


state income figures. Boone is $28,640 per capita and 
$67,125 household. Fayette is $29,339 and $48,779. 
Woodford is $29,314 and $56,672. 

Christian County, which ranked 49th among Ken¬ 
tucky’s 120 counties for health outcomes, has a per 
capita income of $18,719 and median household 
income of $37,750. 

In every scenario we can imagine to help make 
Christian County a healthier and more prosperous 
place, the solution always begins with education. 

This is a good week — during the Hopkinsville 
Rotary Auction to raise money for scholarships — to 
reflect on the importance of a college degree. The 
auction theme is Fit for the Future. 

The numbers are clear. Having more students 
who are prepared to go to college and earn a degree 
would boost the quality of life in Hopkinsville and 
Christian County.

It’s not every day when a story in The Beattyville 
Enterprise — an eight-page weekly published in an 
eastern Kentucky town of 1,200 people — attracts 
national attention. 

In fact, its piece last week about Sen. Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell may be a first. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if this is the first time in 
the paper’s 130-year history that an Enterprise story 
made national news,” said Edmund Shelby, who 
wrote the story “This has been my 15 minutes.” 

Shelby, a veteran journalist, has been the paper’s 
editor and general manager since 2002. I called him 
Friday to talk about the political tempest his story 
stirred up. 

“Economic development is a Frankfort issue,” 
McConnell was quoted in the newspaper. “That is not 
my job. It is the primary responsibility of the state 
Commerce Cabinet.” 

Secretary of State Alison Lundergan Grimes, his 
almost-certain general election foe, quickly pounced 
on those remarks. She called his words “reprehen¬ 
sible” and said creating jobs for Kentuckians would 
be her No. 1 priority. 

“The only job he cares about is his own,” she 
jabbed. 

In response, McConnell did what politicians often 
do when in a tight spot. He blamed the media. 

“Unfortunately, it seems my message got lost in 
translation, and I was surprised to see a headline 
about my visit (“McConnell says not his job to bring 
jobs”) that sent the exact opposite message to the one 
I was trying to convey” 

Shelby said his quotes were accurate “word for 
word” and he stands “100 percent” behind his story. 

“I’d be glad to take a polygraph if he would,” 
Shelby said. 

The editor, who is the newspaper’s one-person 
news staff, said he was having a busy day and caught 
up with McConnell at the Lee County Community 
Center just as the senator was walking in to attend 
a luncheon. 

He had time only to ask McConnell about bring¬ 
ing jobs to Lee County. That’s a major concern there 
since the county has one of the state’s highest unem¬ 
ployment rates at close to 13 percent. 

Shelby said his newspaper is not Republican or 
Democratic and “tries to go straight down the mid¬ 
dle” on political coverage. It would be hard to accuse 
him of manipulating the story to play to his audience 
since party registration in Lee County is more than 
2-1 Republican. 

So assuming McConnell was quoted accurately, 
what would account for such a politically thoughtless 
response? 

Shelby doesn’t know and said, “He just blew it.” A 
more charitable explanation would be that the ques¬ 
tion caught him off-guard, his mind was on other 
things and he simply misspoke. Whatever the reason, 
he should own up to it. 

(Memo to McConnell’s handlers: Didn’t any of 
you hear the senator’s unfortunate choice of words? 
Couldn’t you have done him a favor and said, “Mitch, 
what you told that guy sounds like you’re indiffer¬ 
ent about a big issue here. Go set it straight with the 


INSPECTION PERIOD 

FORTHE PROPERTYTAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 


The Hopkins County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from May 5 through May 
19,2014. Under the supervision of the Property Valuation Administrator or one of her deputies, 
any person may inspect the tax roll. 


This is the January 1,2014, assessment on which state, county and school taxes for 2014 will be 
due on or about October 1,2014. 


Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must first re¬ 
quest a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to or 
during the inspection period. 


Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with the PVA 
or designated deputy, may appeal to the County Board of Assessment Appeals. 


The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other written peti¬ 
tion stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer s opinion of 
the fair cash value of the property. 


A taxpayer failing to appeal to the County Board of Assessment Appeals, or failing to appear 
before the Board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to appeal 
directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 


Appeals of personal property assessment shall not be made to the County Board of Assess¬ 
ment Appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under the provisions of KRS 
132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 


The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value of 
personal property as determined by the Property Valuation Administrator. 


1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash value of his property. 

2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation within 30 
days from the notice of assessment. 

3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

McConnell can take comfort in knowing other 
politicians have made more memorable gaffes. 

Marion Barry, former mayor of Washington, D.C., 
famously remarked, “Outside of the killings, Wash¬ 
ington has one of lowest crime rates in the country.” 
A Texas congressional candidate once said, “That 
lowdown scoundrel deserves to be kicked to death by 
a jackass, and I’m just the one to do it.” 

Maybe McConnell was thinking about the surveys 
that show journalists well down the list of most 
trusted professions. Maybe he figured his spin would 
prevail because people are more likely to believe a 
U.S. senator than a bumbling small town editor. 

Two problems with that attitude. Shelby, 65, is no 
bumbler. He’s a past president of the Kentucky Press 
Association and has won awards for everything from 
investigative reporting to photography to commu¬ 
nity service. He takes his work seriously. 

And those “most trusted” surveys show people 
place even less confidence in members of Congress 
than in members of the media. 

Episodes likes this one are not likely to change 
that view.

Youth baseball, softball 
action begins next week 



A four-community part¬ 
nership begins its inaugural 
season next week with the 
Caldwell-Crittenden-Dawson- 
Lyon youth baseball and soft- 
ball seasons getting under way 

The CCDL League includes 
six leagues—for ages 12-under, 
10-under and 8-under in both 
baseball and softball. 

League games will be played 
at the Ratliff Park complex 
in Princeton, the City-County 
Park in Marion, the municipal 
park in Dawson Springs and 
Lee S. Jones Park in Eddyville. 
Teams in each age group will 
play games in their home park 
as well as road dates at other 
facilities. Where possible, 
organizers tried to schedule 
doubleheaders on road trips 
to limit travel as much as pos¬ 
sible. The leagues will run 
through May and June. 

The cooperative effort was 
necessitated by dwindling 
numbers in many of the youth 
leagues. Caldwell County and 
Dawson Springs began cross¬ 
scheduling games a few years 
ago. Crittenden County, Lyon 
County and Dawson teams 
have also played one another 


in the past. 

Caldwell, Crittenden, Daw¬ 
son and Lyon competed togeth¬ 
er in many age groups last sea¬ 
son, but this will be the first 
year in which the partnership 
includes all four communities 
competing in the same leagues 
in 12U, 10U and 8U baseball 
and softball. 

Teams from the different 
youth associations will com¬ 
pete against each other for 
regular-season and post-sea- 
son titles.

Smaller lakes hold big largemouth bass

Dale Wilson cast a black spinner bait embellished 
with a split-tail pork eel trailer into Wood Creek Lake 
and started working it back to the boat with lifts and 
drops. 

Lurking in about 5 feet of water near the base of a 
boulder, a largemouth bass found the lure and presen¬ 
tation irresistible. It struck. Wilson set the hook. 

The 13-pound, 10.4-ounce lunker pulled from the 
Laurel County lake that April morning became the 
new Kentucky state record. Its status remains intact 
three decades later. 

Kentucky boasts plenty of lakes known for produc¬ 
ing high quality largemouth bass. Foremost in many 
anglers’ minds are Kentucky Lake and Lake Barkley, 
but it wouldn’t surprise Gerry Buynak to see the next 
state record largemouth bass come from one of the 
state’s smaller lakes. 

“Our last three state records came from either 
Greenbo Lake or Wood Creek Lake,” said Buynak, 
assistant fisheries director for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “My gut 
tells me Fishpond Lake, Greenbo, Wood Creek and 
potentially Cedar Creek Lake.” 

Spring is an optimal time to pursue a hefty large¬ 
mouth bass from bank or boat. 

The lengthening periods of daylight and water tem¬ 
peratures warming into the 60s trigger an instinct to 
move shallow and spawn. 

Buynak’s experience has taught him that large¬ 
mouth bass like banks that receive the most sunlight 
in spring. The warmer water also attracts bait fish. 

“It’s the most vulnerable time for the bass because 
they’re up on the bank where everybody fishes,” he 
said. “The big females always tend to spawn first. So, if 
you find a lake where spawning is just starting, that’s 
when the big fish are going to be near the bank.” 

With water temperatures slow to warm after the 
long winter, largemouth bass are still in pre-spawn 
mode in many lakes. 

That’s good news for anglers. 

“This pre-spawn period is probably your best bet, 
and there are some big bass out there,” said Chris 
Hickey, black bass biologist with Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “They’re going to be pretty voracious right 
now to regain that energy, those reserves that they lost 
over the winter.” 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s 2014 Fishing Forecast 
classifies more than a dozen lakes under 1,000 acres as 
good to excellent for largemouth bass. 

Fishpond Lake in Letcher County falls into that cat¬ 
egory 

The 32-acre lake averages about a dozen fish over 20 
inches during a one-hour population sampling, but the 
lake’s clear water can make daytime fishing challeng¬ 
ing. 

Largemouth bass will cozy up to Fishpond’s steeper 
shorelines in 6- to 8-feet of water in spring, Eastern 
District Fisheries Biologist Kevin Frey said. 

“As the spring progresses, sometimes the algae near 
the shorelines can get really thick and create mats,” he 
said. “Casting to the edge of those algae mats or 
underneath them can be good for bass.” 

Bullock Pen Lake in Grant County and 183-acre 
Kincaid Lake in Pendleton County offer anglers the 
potential to catch a largemouth bass over 20 inches. 

“They’re almost identical to a degree, other than I 
think Kincaid is a little bit better,” said Jeff Crosby, 
central fisheries district biologist with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “There are just incredible numbers of 
fish over 15 inches at Kincaid, so your chances of 
catching a quality fish are excellent.” 

A population sampling trip Monday evening on 134- 
acre Bullock Pen Lake turned up good numbers of 
18-inch fish and quite a few 2- to 4-pound fish, Crosby 
said. He suggests working water willow beds and sub¬ 
merged timber with jerk baits, soft plastics and jig-n- 
pig combos for the bigger fish. 

Shad-imitating lures worked along the edges of 
water willow and lily pads can be productive this time 
of year at 760-acre Lake Beshear in Caldwell and 
Christian counties. Lake Malone in Muhlenberg, Todd 
and Logan counties boasts good numbers of 15-to-

lakes such as Fishpond offer trophy largemouth bass fishing 
comparable to world-renowned bass lakes such as Kentucky 
Lake and Lake Barkley. 
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20-inch fish in its 767 acres. Soft plastic baits fished 
near water willow along with spinner baits and jigs 
fished near submerged timber and brush also make 
good bets in spring. 

The “Where to Fish” feature on Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s website fw.kygov offers anglers mapping of 
the location of fish attractors in many Kentucky water 
bodies. 

Ample numbers of big largemouth bass were 
observed during saugeye sampling last week on Guist 
Creek Lake in Shelby County. Then there is Cedar 
Creek; the 784-acre lake in Lincoln County managed 
by Kentucky Fish and Wildlife for its trophy large¬ 
mouth bass potential. 

“Every year we keep catching more and more over 
that 20-inch limit,” Hickey said. 

Smaller lakes and big largemouth bass go hand-in- 
hand in spring. Now is the time to give them a try, but 
make sure to have a valid Kentucky fishing license. 
The new license year started March 1. 

“This time of year,” Buynak said, “I’d be up shallow 
after those bigger fish.”

To Your Good Health

Age Doesn’t Rule Out Prostate Surgery 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 88 years old 
and in good health except for a small 
stroke I had a year ago with no linger¬ 
ing deficiencies. I have had an enlarged 
prostate for most of my adult life, but 
a biopsy showed no cancer. I have had 
problems with urgency I tried a medica¬ 
tion, doxazosin, with poor results, if any 
My last visit, they recommended noth¬ 
ing more than medication. Is removing 
the prostate not advisable because of 
my age? What’s the reason they don’t 
remove it completely? - C.W.S. 

ANSWER: Symptoms of an enlarged 
prostate in men without cancer are com¬ 
mon, and the condition is called benign 
prostatic hypertrophy. BPH can be treat¬ 
ed with either medication or surgery 
For most men, medication works well. 
Saw palmetto is used by many men, but 
well-done trials have shown it to be no 
better than placebo. Medications like 
doxazosin, including tamsulosin (Flo- 
max), often are the first ones tried and 
usually work pretty well, but finaste¬ 
ride (Proscar) and dutasteride (Avodart) 
are effective as well. A combination is 
probably most effective of all. However, 
even that doesn’t work for some men. 

The most common prostate surgery 
nowadays is a TURP (transurethral 
resection of the prostate). This is far less 
invasive and has fewer risks than the 
old open method, and generally has good 
results. However, as with any surgery, 
there is never a guarantee of success, 
and I have seen several men get worse 
after TURP, even though most get better. 

Age in and of itself does not nec¬ 
essarily preclude surgery However, a 
history of stroke does make surgery 
a bit more risky. I don’t recommend 
surgery lightly, and since you haven’t 
reported giving finasteride or dutaste¬ 
ride a chance, either alone or in combi¬ 
nation, I would recommend a good trial 


of those before contemplating surgery. 

The booklet on prostate enlargement 
and prostate cancer deals with these 
common male problems in detail. Read¬ 
ers can order a copy by writing: Dr.

DEAR DR. ROACH: My husband has 
numerous skin tags under both arms. 
Now he’s starting to get them around his 
neck and on his eyelids. We’ve been told 
to tie a string around them, or a derma¬ 
tologist he saw told him to get a good pair 
of cuticle scissors and cut them off, but 
there’s way too many to do that. Is there 
anything else we might try? - R.L. 

ANSWER: Skin tags are benign 
growths that are very common on the 
neck, armpits, groin or other places 
where skin rubs. They are harmless, 
and nothing needs to be done about 
them unless they are cosmetically 
important. The best way to remove 
them is to have a dermatologist or other 
expert remove them directly. I don’t 
recommend trying to remove them 
yourself with scissors, since I have 
occasionally seen them bleed enough 
after removal to require a stitch. 

The last time I wrote about skin tags, 
several readers wrote to recommend Tag 
Away, an over-the counter product. It 
may be worth a try, although the reviews 
about this product are rather mixed.
